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Mint  Marks  of  the  Late  Roman  Empire

THE  practice  of  mint-marking,  so  com- 
mon on  modern  coins  and  existent 
even  in  Greek  times,  was  late  in  coming 
into  use  by  the  Romans.  During  the 
republic  and  the  first  two  centuries  and 
a half  of  the  empire  .there  occur  no 
regular  mint  marks  recognized  as  such. 
There  may  have  been  "privymarks"  on 
the  coins  to  identify  their  place  of 
origin  whose  discovery  is  yet  to  be 
made.  Coins  from  this  period  have 
been  attributed  to  their  respective 
mints  according  to  style  and  fabric. 
Each  mint  had  a certain  uniformity  in 
the  execution  and  size  of  portraits,  the 
form  of  the  letters  in  the  inscription, 


size  of  the  flan,  and  method  of  strik- 
ing. By  dose  study  of  these  features 
on  thousands  of  coins  it  has  been  pos- 
sible for  numismatic  scholars  to  classify 
the  coins  according  to  their  mint  origin. 
While  the  exact  location  of  some  of  the 
mints  has  not  yet  been  established,  it 
has  been  approximated  through  a study 
of  coin  finds. 

The  decline  of  Roman  coinage,  which 
had  begun  before  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond century,  resulted  during  the  reign 
of  Valerian  (253-268  A.D.)  in  the  use  of 
so  poor  an  alloy  that  the  coins  bore 
hardly  any  resemblance  to  silver.  Gold 
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issues  became  irregular  in  size,  weight 
and  alloy,  and  good  bronze  was  no 
longer  used.  This  debasement  of  metal 
offered  opportunities  to  fraudulent 
moneyers,  and  it  became  necessary  to 
establish  some  means  of  identifying  the 
persons  responsible  for  individual  issues. 
From  this  need  there  grew  up  a system 
of  mint-marking  under  Gallienus  which 
was  at  first  haphazard.  Under  the  re- 
forms of  Diocletian  and  Constantine  the 
system  became  well  organized  with  a 
complete  series  of  marks  on  almost 
every  coin  showing  the  mint  city,  the 
number  of  the  officina  or  workshop  in 
the  mint,  and  the  issue  to  which  the 
coin  belonged. 

Under  Gallienus,  and  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  third  century,  a city 
mark  was  seldom  used.  Each  mint  con- 
sisted of  a number  of  work  shops,  called 
officinae.  On  the  coins  of  this  period 
only  the  number  of  the  officina  and 
some  indication  of  the  issue  was  used. 
The  officina  mark  appeared  at  different 
positions  on  the  coin;  sometimes  in  the 
left  field  sometimes  the  right,  and 
sometimes  in  the  exergue  (the  space  at 
the  bottom  of  the  reverse  below  the 
figure  and  generally  marked  off  from 
it  by  a horizontal  line).  In  the  exergue, 
too,  there  is  often  found  a mark  in- 
dicating denomination,  as  XXI  (fig.  2) 
which  shows  the  coin  to  be  worth  twenty 
sestertii.  The  officina  mark  varies  in 
style.  On  a coin  of  Trebonianus  Gallus 
from  the  mint  of  Antioch  we  find  three 
dots  or  pellets  in  the  exergue  to  indi- 
cate the  third  officina  (fig.  I).  The 
same  combinations  of  the  officina  mark 
appear  at  different  mints  as  we  can 
see  on  two  coins  of  Numerian,  one  from 
the  mint  of  Antioch  (fig.  2)  and  the 
other  from  Cyzicus  (fig.  3).  Both  of 
these  coins  bear  the  mark  B above  the 
exergual  line,  indicating  the  coins  to  be 
from  the  second  officina.  As  a conse- 
quence, it  is  still  necessary  to  depend 
upon  style  and  fabric  to  assign  these 
coins  of  the  third  century  to  their 
mints.  The  most  usual  officinae  marks 
are  as  follows: 


A.  P(rima),  S(ecunda),  T(ertia), 
Q(uarta),  V (quinta),  VI  (sexta),  VII 
(septima),  VIII  (octava),  VI 1 1 1 
(nona),  X (decima),  etc. 

B.  Especially  on  coins  from  Gallic 
mints:  A,  B,  C,  D or  I,  II,  III, 
Mil. 

C.  Greek  letters  mostly  used  by  mints 
in  Asia  or  on  coins  intended  for 
use  in  Asia:  A,  B,  r,  A,  E,  S, Z,  H, G,  ( or 
EA,  AE,  AH  ),  I.  © as  a numeral  was 
seldom  used  because  of  Roman 
superstition  due  to  its  being  the 
initial  letter  of  the  Greek  word 
0ANATOS,  meaning  "death." 

The  issue  of  the  coin  was  indicated 
by  two  methods.  The  position  of  the 
officina  mark  might  be  changed  with 
each  issue.  One  issue  may  have  it  to 
the  left  of  the  figure  on  the  reverse,  the 
next  to  the  right,  and  the  third  in  the 
exergue.  Another  method  was  the  use 
of  a star,  wreath  (figs.  4,  5,  6)  crown, 
thunderbolt,  or  other  object  such  as 
the  symbol  for  the  rising  sun  (fig.  8), 
either  in  conjunction  with  the  officina 
mark  or  on  some  other  part  of  the  coin. 
With  the  currency  reform  of  Diocletian 
and  his  establishment  of  additional 
mints  there  arose  in  the  fourth  century 
the  use  of  city  marks  along  with  a highly 
organized  system  of  officina  and  issue 
marks.  For  these  and  later  coins  it  is 
possible  for  the  collector  to  determine 
the  origin  of  his  coin  from  the  mark- 
ings. A few  examples  from  the  illus- 
tration will  show  the  general  principles 
of  the  marking  system.  On  the  coin  of 
Li ci n i us  (fig.  4)  the  ALE  in  the  exergue 
stands  for  Alexandria,  the  B in  the 
right  field  shows  the  coin  comes  from 
the  second  officina,  and  the  other 
marks  in  the  field  indicate  the  issue. 
The  coin  of  Constantine  (fig.  5)  marked 
R S in  the  exergue  is  from  the  second 
officina  of  Rome  and  the  wreath  be- 
tween the  letters  shows  the  issue.  The 
coin  marked  SMKA  (fig.  7)  is  from 
Cyzicus,  the  fourth  officina.  The  initial 
letters  SM,  which  often  precede  the 
city  mark  represent  the  Latin  words 
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"Sacra  Moneta,"  sacred  mint.  On  a 
coin  of  Crispus  (fig.  8)  the  officina  mark 
E,  fifth  officina,  precedes  the  mark  for 
the  mint  of  Siscia,  SIS;  on  that  of 
Maximinus  Daza  (fig.  9),  the  officina 
mark  Z,  seventh  officina,  is  found  in  the 
left  field,  with  the  city  mark  ANT 
(Antioch)  in  the  exergue.  TS  on  the 
coin  of  Licinius  (fig.  10)  stands  for 
Thessalonica,  the  A for  the  first  officina. 


and  Ambianum  in  Gaul  (modern  France 
and  western  Germany)  and  Londinum 
and  Camalodunum  in  Britain.  Not  all 
of  these  mints  were  existent  at  one  and 
the  same  time;  some  such  as  Tripolis 
operated  for  but  very  short  periods. 
The  following  list  of  mints  with  their 
most  usual  identifying  marks  may  be 
found  useful  by  the  collector.  The 
order  of  the  mints  is  geographical, 


The  mints  were  distributed  through- 
out the  whole  empire.  Their  relative 
locations  can  be  seen  on  the  map 
above.  To  care  for  the  coinage  of 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  empire 
there  were  Antioch  and  Tripolis  in 
Syria,  Nicomedia  and  Cyzicus  in  Asia 
Minor,  Serdica  and  Heraclea  in  Thracia, 
Alexandria  in  Egypt,  -and  Constanti- 
nople. For  the  central  portion  there 
were  Rome,  Aquileia,  Ravenna,  Ostia, 
Mediolanum,  and  Ticinum  in  Italy,  Siscia 
in  modern  Hungary,  Sirmium  in  present 
day  Yugoslavia,  and  Carthage  in  Africa. 
For  the  west  there  were  Vienna,  Augusta 
Trevirorum,  Narbo,  Lugdunum,  Arelate, 


from  east  to  west,  as  in  the  above 
groupings.  Beginning  with  Gallienus, 
the  reigning  emperors  striking  there 
are  listed  under  each  city.  Where  a 
mint  city  is  well-known  today  under 
another  name,  this  has  been  supplied 
in  parentheses.

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Random  Notes  From  U.  S.  Mint  Reports

IT  is  often  interesting  to  look  over  the 
I earnings  and  expenses  of  the  mint 
establishments.  For  the  year  ending 
1878  the  earnings  were  $2,084,726.59 
and  the  expenditures  were  $1,529,- 
302.17,  showing  a nice  profit  of  $555,- 
424.42.  The  profit  on  striking  I 1 ,378,- 
010  trade-dollars  was  $175,018.63. 
The  seignorage  on  striking  8,573,500 
standard  silver  dollars  was  $670,929.93 
and  on  striking  30,172,240  fractional 
silver  pieces  amounting  to  $8,339,315.50 
was  $935,720.11.  The  gain  made  on 
$30,694.00  worth  of  five,  three  and  one 
cent  pieces  was  $14,197.52.  The  profit 
on  the  medals  sold  was  $4,434.44  How- 
ever, wages,  overhead  and  distributing 
the  same  was  not  taken  out,  the  latter 
item  for  delivery  to  various  parts  of 
the  country  was  over  $126,000.00. 

The  act  of  February  28,  1878  calling 
for  the  revising  of  standard  silver  dol- 
lars, stopped  for  the  time  the  striking  of 
the  smaller  silver  coins  as  work  was  con- 
centrated on  the  dollars,  the  law  re- 
quiring 2,000,000  to  be  struck  each 
month.  The  mints  at  San  Francisco  and 
Carson  City  were  held  up  for  three 
months  as  the  producers  and  dealers  of 
silver  there  would  not  sell  at  the  flat 
London  rate  but  demanded  also  an 
amount  equal  to  the  cost  of  carrying 
charges  from  London  to  San  Francisco. 
In  July  the  dealers  met  the  govern- 
ment's terms  and  work  started  up  at 
the  two  branch  mints. 

The  following  paragraph  illustrates 
conditions  as  they  were  about  fifty-six 
years  ago: 

"The  purchase  of  gold  bullion  at  the 
assay-offices  at  Helena,  Montana  and 
Boise  City,  Idaho,  will  also  be  com- 
menced as  soon  as  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  with  the  express 
companies  for  the  transportation  of 
bullion  to  the  mints.  The  insecurity  of 


the  mail,  which  is  carried  by  stage-coach 
through  the  Territories  named,  pre- 
cludes sending  government  bullion  by 
that  method." 

The  mint  officials  seemed  to  be  still 
perturbed  about  the  reaming  out  and 
filling  the  larger  gold  pieces  with  in- 
ferior metals,  such  as  platinum(l)  which 
in  those  days  had  not  the  value  it  has 
today.  I have  already  spoken  of  the 
experiments  made  in  I860  by  making  a 
pattern  dished  in  towards  the  center. 
Experimental  half  and  quarter  eagles 
were  struck  in  1878  making  them  much 
thinner  and  increasing  the  size.  Adams- 
Woodin  1553-1558. 

The  director  of  the  mint  in  his  1878 
report  has  much  to  say  about  the  trade- 
dollar,  and  although  it  had  fulfilled  the 
purposes  intended  — circulation  in 
China,*  on  account  of  the  vagueness  of 
the  law  authorizing  it,  the  dollar  had 
become  a source  of  trouble  in  the 
United  States.  The  act  of  1873  omitted 
to  state  that  it  was  for  foreign  trade 
only.  The  act  also  discontinued  the 
standard  dollar  by  not  mentioning  it; 
it  also  made  all  silver  coins  legai  tender 
up  to  $5.00.  Therefore  the  trade-dollar 
became  a legal  tender  up  to  this 
amount.  A joint  resolution  of  1876  took 
away  the  legal  tender  quality  and  held 
down  the  coinage  to  the  amount  for 
exportation.  It  is  said  that  it  then 
began  to  be  used  in  circulation  to  a 
larger  extent.  The  act  of  1878  author- 
izing the  standard  silver  dollar  also 
stated  that  silver  dollars  heretofore 
coined  of  like  weight  and  fineness  shall 
be  legal  tender.  The  trade  dollar  being 
of  equai  fineness  and  of  more  weight  it 


* It  had  been  made  legal  tender  in  Canton, 
Foochow  and  Saigon;  it  was  well  received  by 
the  Chinese  in  Singapore,  Hong  Kong  and 
many  other  places  in  South  China,  and  rated 
in  many  instances  over  the  Mexican  dollar. 
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was  argued  that  this  law  made  the  piece 
legal  tender  also.  Of  the  thirty-six 
million  coined  it  was  estimated  that 
about  a sixth  were  in  this  country. 
Until  the  latter  part  of  1877  the  cir- 
culation of  these  was  not  a factor  but 
with  the  decline  in  the  value  of  silver 
speculators  could  bring  their  bullion  to 
the  mint  and  even  with  the  coinage 
charge  make  a profit  by  shipping  them 
to  the  Mississippi  Vailey  and  the  east. 
When  trade-dollars  could  no  longer  be 
easily  procured  in  quantities  money 
dealers  imported  Mexican  dollars  and 
placed  them  in  circulation  causing  a loss 
to  many  people.  The  situation  was 
serious  enough  so  that  the  Treasury  De- 
partment was  obliged  to  issue  a cir- 
cular warning  the  public  that  Mexican 
and  trade-dollars  were  not  legal  tender. 


The  death  knell  was  rung  in  1887  by  an 
act  retiring  these  within  six  months 
when  they  would  be  exchanged  dollar 
for  dollar  in  standard  silver  dollars. 
Since  then  the  government  has  treated 
them  as  bullion. 

The  mint  sold  20  proof  sets  in  gold 
and  811  in  silver  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1878.  They  also  redeemed 
over  twenty  million  of  all  kinds  of  the 
minor  coinage  and  reissued  over  seven- 
teen and  a half  million,  exchanged 
seven  thousand  including  one  nickel 
one  cent  piece  which  was  carefully  re- 
corded, and  melted  down  637,000 
bronze  one  and  two  cent  pieces,  but 
make  no  mention  of  melting  down  over 
239,000  copper  one  cent  pieces  which 
they  had  redeemed.

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New  Issues  of  Coins 

Described  by 
HOWLAND  WOOD 


Belgium 


THE  centenary  of  the  Belgian  state 
■ railways  was  commemorated  by  the 
issuing  of  two  coins  as  well  as  by  a 
special  issue  of  stamps. 

Th  e coins  were  silver  50  franc  pieces 
identical  in  design  except  the  inscrip- 
tions on  one  were  in  French  and  on  the 
other  in  Flemish.  Issuing  a duplicate 
set  of  coins,  one  for  each  of  the  two 
languages  has  been  the  custom  since 
1887.  This  is  the  first  50  franc  piece 
that  has  been  issued  and  is  just  a trifle 
smaller  than  the  old  silver  5 franc  piece 
of  pre-war  days.  The  obverse  shows 
the  archangel  St.  Michael  and  Satan, 
the  arms  of  Brussels,  which  was  prob- 
ably copied  from  the  large  statue  on 
the  tower  of  the  hotel  de  ville.  In 
field  at  each  side  50-FR.,  around, 
ROYAUME  DE  BELGIQUE.  EXPOSI- 
TION DE  BRUXELLES.  The  reverse 
shows  the  Brussels  railroad  station; 
above  in  field  1835-1935;  around 
CENTENAIRE  DES  CHEMINS  DE  FER 
BELGES.  Edge  inscription  SOUS  LE 
REGNE  DU  ROI  LEOPOLD  III.  The 
other  piece  is  identical  in  design  ex- 
cept the  inscriptions  read:  KONIN- 
KRIJK  BELGIE.  BRUSSELSCHE  TEN- 
TOONSTELLING  and  EEUWGETIJDE 
DER  BELGISCHE  SPOORWEGEN.  The 
edge  reads  ONDER  DE  REGEERING 


VAN  KONING  LEOPOLD  III.  The 

illustrations  show  the  French  obverse 
and  the  Flemish  reverse.  The  piece 
was  designed  by  Wissaert. 

Tunis 

In  accordance  with  a decree  of 
May  2,  1929,  there  was  introduced  in 
Tunis  the  French  monetary  system  as 
per  the  French  law  of  1928.  Beginning 
with  1930  there  have  been  struck  at 
the  French  mint  gold  pieces  of  100 
fra  ncs  and  silver  pieces  of  20  and  10 
francs  weighing  20  and  10  grammes 
with  a fineness  of  .680.  Since  then 
pieces  of  5 francs  have  been  added. 

We  are  illustrating  the  obverse  of 
the  twenty  franc  and  the  reverse  of  the 
5 franc  as  the  design  of  the  pieces  is 
alike  except  for  the  values. 


Obverse.  Within  an  ornamented 
border  between  palm  and  olive  sprays 
the  Arabic  inscriptions  translated  as 
follows:  Ahmad  Pasha — Bey  of  Tunis — 
Francs  20.  (10  or  5).  1353  (or  1934  in 

our  era). 

Sidi  Ahmad  Bey  succeeded  his  cousin 
Sidi  Mohammad  el  Habib  Bey  in 
July,  1929. 

Reverse.  Between  ornamental  scrolls 
TUNISIE — 20,  10  or  5— FRANCS.  The 
pieces  have  reeded  edges  and  were 
designed  by  Lindauer. 
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Cuba 


Th  is  island  republic  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated in  issuing  a coin  not  only  striking 
in  appearance  but  of  full  weight  and 
fineness  especially  in  these  days  when 
the  coinages  of  most  countries  are 
either  of  reduced  weights  or  of  debased 
silver.  In  fact  it  is  of  the  same  size, 
weight  and  fineness  as  their  previous 
pesos  and  our  own  silver  dollar  on 
which  the  Cuban  currency  was  based. 

The  obverse  shows  a head  of  liberty 
to  left  of  center  facing  right;  in  field 
the  Cuban  rayed  star  (the  most  prom- 
inent feature  on  their  previous  coins) 


and  their  motto  PATRIA  Y LIBERTAD 
and  date  I 934. 

The  reverse  shows  the  Cuban  arms 
within  wreath  placed  a little  to  the  right 
of  center;  above  at  left,  in  small  letters 
the  fineness  and  weight  in  grammes,  in 
left  and  lower  part  of  field  UN  PESO 
and  REPUBLICA  DE  CUBA.  These 
pieces  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia 
mint. 

The  whole  design  is  simple  and  most 
pleasing  in  somewhat  flat  relief  and  is 
well  worthy  of  having  the  artist's  in- 
itials thereon  which  unfortunately  do 
not  appear. 


Cyprus 


Cyprus  has  recently  had  struck  at  the 
Royal  Mint,  London,  nickel  half  and  one 
piastres  with  scalloped  edges  similar  in 
form  to  the  Indian  and  the  more  recent 
Iraqian  nickel  pieces.  The  obverse  de- 
sign is  the  same  as  on  those  of  India, 


showing  the  bust  of  King  George  in 
ermine  robes.  The  reverse  is  without 
design,  simply  showing  the  name  of  the 
country,  denomination  and  date.  Pre- 
vious pieces  of  these  denominations 
were  struck  in  bronze. 
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Mauritius 


In  the  June  number  of  the  Journal 
was  described  the  new  one  rupee 
piece  issued  for  this  island.  Since  then 
the  half  and  quarter  rupees  have  come 
to  hand.  These,  as  was  the  rupee,  were 
designed  by  Kruger  Gray  who  also  de- 
signed the  New  Zealand  coinage. 

The  obverses  of  these  two  pieces  are 
the  same  as  on  the  rupee.  The  reverse 
of  the  half  shows  a stag  to  left,  an 
animal  imported  on  the  island  which 
had  no  large  fauna  of  its  own.  The 
quarter  rupee  shows  a crown  over  a 
fleur  de  lis  between  a rose  and  a six- 
teen petalled  flower,  the  fleur  de  lis  un- 


doubtedly referring  to  France  who  held 
the  island  from  1715  to  1810,  and  the 
rose  to  England  who  has  held  the  island 
since  then.  The  other  flower  may  refer 
to  Holland  who  were  in  possession  of 
the  island  from  1598  to  1710  when 
they  abandoned  it.  The  Dutch  named 
the  island  after  Count  Maurice  of 
Nassau. 

The  half  rupee  has  the  new  security 
edge  as  on  the  rupee,  which  is  of  a fine 
milling  or  reeding  superimposed  on  a 
beaded  channel  running  around  the 
coin.  The  smaller  piece  has  the  regu- 
lar reeding. 


Sweden 


During  the  year  Sweden  has  issued  a 
5 Kronor  piece  in  silver  commemorat- 
ing the  fifth  century  of  the  Swedish 
Riksdag.  This  event  was  also  com- 
memorated by  an  issue  of  stamps.  The 
piece  was  designed  by  the  well  known 
Swedish  artist  Eric  Lindberg  and  por- 
trays the  monarch  as  a much  older  man 
than  on  the  previous  coinages  which 
had  shown  the  same  portrait  since  1910. 


We  now  see  the  King  without  the 
familiar  mustache  and  close  cropped 
white  beard.  The  King's  motto  mean- 
ing "With  the  people  for  the  Father- 
land"  is  shown  at  the  bottom.  Above 
GUSTAF.  V.  SVERIGES.  KONUNG. 

The  reverse  shows  the  Swedish  arms 
of  three  crowns  imposed  upon  a slender 
armed  cross.  Around  1435  SVERIGES. 
RIKSDAG  1935.  5 KRONOR. 
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Famous  Coin  Denominations 


CHALCUS,  or  CHALKOS.  The  earli- 
est  Greek  copper  coin  and  the  eighth 
part  of  the  Obol  (q.v.).  The  etymology 
is  probably  from  XAAKO£,  i.e.,  ore,  or 
from  Chalcis,  the  city  that  commanded 
the  market  for  copper. 


It  is  supposed  to  have  been  first  struck 
in  the  lime  of  the  Peloponnesian  War, 
and  was  largely  used  by  the  successors 
of  Alexander  the  Great. 

The  multiples  of  the  Chalcus  were  the 
Dekachalk  (—10  units),  Octochalk  ( — 8 
units),  Pentachalk  ( = 5 units),  Tetrachalk 
(—4  units),  Trichalk  ( = 3 units),  Dichalk 
(=2  units).  It  was  subdivided  into  the 
Hemichalk  (— G unit). 


CISTOPHORUS.  A silver  coin  prin- 
cipally minted  in  the  Kingdom  of  Per- 
gamos  during  the  second  and  first  cen- 
turies B.C.  and  v/hich  was  valued  at 
three  Roman  Denarii.  It  receives  its 
name  from  the  representation  on  the 
obverse  of  the  cista,  or  mystic  chest  of 
Bacchus,  from  which  serpents  are  escap- 
ing. 

The  place  of  mintage  of  the  Cisto- 
phori  is  often  indicated  by  the  first 
letters  of  the  name  of  the  city,  the  types 
of  which  appear  as  subordinate  sym- 
bols in  the  field  of  the  coin. 


CINQUANTINA,  also  called  Cincu- 
entin.  The  largest  of  all  the  Spanish  sil- 
ver coins  of  a value  of  fifty  Reales.  It 
was  issued  by  Philip  III,  Philip  IV,  and 
Charles  II.  Some  of  the  varieties  struck 
at  Segovia  have  a view  of  the  aqueduct 
of  that  town.
